Fiiets  are  stubborn  things.  Beau¬ 
tiful  ^heorips  fall  to  pieces  like  card 
paluedH,  liefore  the'  onslaught  V»f 
estal  lushed  truth.  Yet  men^are  loath 
to  mtynit  their  power.  When  a  dis- 
tiugnislietl  champion  df  a  scientific 
theory  was  confroutetl  with  facts 
which;  completely  demolished  his  hy¬ 
pothesis,  he  exclaimed :  “  Facts,  facts, 
if  tha  facts  do  not  agree  with  my 
theory  so  much  the'  worse  for  the 
facts.”1  We  commend  his  example  to 
a  worthy  gentleman  in  Maine  whose 
frank  i  admissions  are  very  damaging 
to  his  ^theories. 

It  has  been  often  said  by  Republican 
newspapers  that  p inhibition  is  imprac¬ 
ticably,  unless  supported  by  an  over 
wheln4ing  public  .sentiment.!  The 
open,  violation  of  law  in  States  where 
prohibition  laws  have  been  enacted 
has  been  frequently  shown.

Arebi 
meilew  once  declared  that  with  the 
earth  for  a  fulcrum  ami  a  lever  reach¬ 
ing  to  the  stars,  he  could  more  the 
universe.  With  unlimited  j  lowers, 
potwibly  a  vigorous  executive  might 
prevent  liquor  selling,  but  where  in  a 
democracy  can  such  powers  be  secured  1 
Even  with  them  the  result  would  be 
doubtful.  The  middle  ages  were  de¬ 
voted  to  tlie  conversion  of  mankiml 
to  Christianity  through  the  tortures 
of  the  inquisition.  The  experience  of 
several  centuries  bears  witness  to  the 
fertility  of  such  measures.  Moral  ail 
vancement  is  rarely  the  result  of  the- 
extensive  use  of  brute  force.  The 
world  moves;  sometimes  forward, 
sometimes  backward,  urged  hither 
and  thither  by  caprice,  passion  and. 
self-will,  yet  ever  yiehling  at  last  to 
reason^  anti  the  patient  restraint  of 
earnest,  self-denying  men. 

Neither  passion  por  fanaticism 
should  be  the  rule  of  legislation,  but 
a  wise  moderation. 

Dynamite  mSy  lie  a  useful  agent 
for  rending  rock,  but  it  is  scarcely 
available  for  breaking  stony'  hearts. 


The  Sewag’e  Works. 

We  are  able  to  state  on  g<xxl 
thority,  that  many  of  the  people  of 
East  Orange  are  not  less  excited  over 
the  proliably  disastrous  consequences 
which  will  follow  the  erection  of 
sewage  factory'  on  the  proposed  site, 
than  the  people  of  Bloomfield  ap}>ear 
to  be.  The  fact  is  that  in  spite  of  the 
rose -colored  reports  and  statements 
of  euthuaiasts,  scientific  and  otherwise, 
to  the  effect  that  a  practical  method 
has  lieen  discovered  by  which  pure 
and  harmless  water,  even  fit  to  drink, 
can  be  furnished  as  the  output  of 
sewage  works,  aool-headed  and  can 
did  people,  both,  scientific  and  other¬ 
wise,  still  say  nay.  The  process  has, 
we  admit,  now  arrived  at  a  stage  where 
it  is  advisable  to  try  it  on  the  dog, 
but  we  object  most  strenuously  to  that* 
distribution  of  parts  which  assigns 
that  of  the  dog  to  ourselves. 

The  most  earnest  advocates  of  this 
scheme,  and  those  who  profess  the 
greatest  faith  in  it,  showed  the  weak 
ness  of  this  faith,  by  rejecting  at  once, 
as  a  thing  not  even  to  be  considered, 
the  proposition  to  locate  the  works  at 
the  natural  outlet  of  East  Orange, 
namely,  upon  th$  stream  flowing  by 
the  East  Orange  Water  'Cl’orks.  And 
they  showed  their  good  sense  and 
sound  judgement  in  rejecting  this 
proposal,  for  they  know  that  the 
whole  scheme  is  but.  an  experiment, 
and  full  of  risk.  The  Water  Company 
would  soon  have  (made  that  neighbor¬ 
hood  too  hot  for  an  experimenting 
ground.  Our  rights  are  no  less  sacred. 
Let  us  assert  them,  and  if  i^xl  be, 
defend  them.' 


Humbug  (?) 

The  time  is  approaching  wheu  the 
term  of  Mr.  Horape  Dcxld,  as  postmas¬ 
ter,  will  expire.  *We  hear  a  great  deal 
from  the  Republicans  about  the  re¬ 
movals  of  competent  men  simply  be¬ 
cause  of  their  republicanism :  and  we 
hear  these  statements  vehemently  de¬ 
nied  by  the  Democfats  as  “newspa¬ 
per  lies.”

The  Baud  is  j  tacked  up  around  the 
tinders.  The  w<**l  has  been  chipjxxl 
and  cut  with  knives,  and  bits  of  this 
once  staunch  ship  have  been  carried 
all  over  the  country  .vs  souvenirs. 

A  syndicate,  headed  by  George  G. 

Green,  the  Woodbury  millionaire,  has 
purchased  a  tract  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty  acres,  fronting  on  the  Delaware 
river  ami  Timber  creek,  near  West- 
ville,  alxiut  four  miles  below  Camden 
for  the  purpose  of  foundin  '  a  new 
town.  The  price  |>aid.  was  $40,000. 

The  land  is  to  l»e  surveyed  and  exten¬ 
sive  improvements  made.
